REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools. 


FOR YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1885. 


fellow C. ztizens : 


In the discharge of duty as Superintendent of Schools, I 
have examined and certified twenty-four teachers, and made 
ninety-five visits to the various schools. 

From observation and inquiry I judge that, with some ex- 
ceptions, the schools have been profitable, and the school 
money well expended. ES | 

In the exceptional cases, I think the teachers ought not to 
bear all the blame. 

The removal of scholars from school because of dissatisfaction 
with the teacher, is damaging to such scholars and discredita- 
ble to those who remove them. 

That is not the proper way to remedy the matter. 


ATTENDANCE, 


The whole number of children of school age in town is re- 
ported to be 584. Of this number only 482 were registered as 
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attending school, and the average attendance was only 372. 
An average of 212 scholars did not attend school. 

Let us make a liberal allowance of fifty per cent. for those 
absent for good cause, and there remains 106 scholars who 
ought to have attended school and did not. This evil of ab- 
senteeism should be looked after by parents and prudential 
committees. . 


TEXT BOOKS. 


On coming into office, I found much feeling existing in some 
of the districts because of changes in text books which had been 
made, or attempted, by my respected predecessor. 

I also find a variety of text books in use in the various dis- 
tricts. It was difficult to determine the proper ones to be used. 
Uniformity of text books, or something near to it, was desira- 
ble, and in accord with the school laws of New Hampshire. 

In the present condition of, things, such a uniformity could 
not be secured without considerable expense, and I judged that 
the parents were, many of them, unwilling or unable to pur- 
chase the books. 

Acting on legal advice (for I had a conscientious desire to 
do my duty,) I allowed the teachers to use the books which 
were brought to school by the scholars. 

This text book business will always be a trouble unt some 
measure is adopted to secure legal uniformity. 

Books legally established, cannot be changed for five years.
